Lrtrgor 
prices in low priced wools were 
confidently expeeted; 11 brisk df-- 
ninntl for all staples is confidently 
Calculated upon, as also a con- 
siderable advance in price. Tal- 
low wns flat, owing to the heavy 
importations that had taken place 
from all quarters, and no improve- 
ment was counted on in this 
article. The prices realized on 
tnllotv-shiiijU'dbytheVosthintious 
ranged from -Ifls. 'id. — 10s. (hi, — 
•10s. !)d. to 41s. (Stl, 

All descriptions of produce 
were in dtiniand, which wns ex- 
pected to be permanent. A 
general and complete ehaugc for 
the better was expected, Trade 
in all the manufacturing districts 
was cxlreimdy brisk,n.tiii very ex- 
tensive orders from the continent 
constantly flowing in. Cotton 
had risen % per cent., and linens 
5 per cent. Matters on the con- 
tinent were tolerably quiet.

Accord- 
ing tu the latcsL Recounts ihe gathering 
amounted on the average to about 100,000 
dollars daily, and was constantly in- 
creasing u'itbuui apparently an exhaus- 
tion or any limit to the supply. There 
wait a great amount of disttesi among the 
diggers from the want uf the common sie- 
cessacies of life, and attended with very 
heavy sickness nut! mortality. Men 
loaded with gold npjiearrd like haggard 
vagabonds, clothed in filthy garments uf 
the meanest kind. Tu show the value at 
which liquors ore estimated, it is stated 
that one man, who had twu barrels of 
brandy, sold them at the mines by the 
small wine glass al rates which realised 
Ji i in H,iiOO dollars in gold. ICvrryUijug, 
and particularly articles of food and tai- 
ment, were at must unheard of prices; 
for gold was su plentiful in the possession 
of every nitr, that il seemed] to have lust 
its value. Daily additions are being 
made to the numbers employed in digging. 
No putt lull of the van llcod uf emigra- 
tion from the United .States had arrived, 
A party of Mormons had collected large 
quantities uf gold in the neighbourhood 
of liic JstjH Luke ; while on a journey 
one of thetii lust a mule willi 1:^0 dol- 
lars' worth of gold on its back. The 
animal being frightened ran off in the 
midst of a vast plain, and was irretrieva- 
bly tost. A person lately re- 
turned from the " diggings," 
states that cattle were plentiful in the 
country, vegetables generally scarce, and 
very little fruit, Ibeie was a considerable 
quantity of Hour al Sutter's Fort, and 
large quantities were pouring iu. lie 
nisi) says that he has read no account thai at 
all exaggerates cither llie quantity or the 
quality of the ^uld. lie fortlier slates 
that gold is found in dry ravines ns well 
as those covered Willi water. Persons 
who culktt with any kind of system 
amass three limes Ibti quantity of dust 
and ore as Ihose who godigging anywhere 
du, A party of suiile 20 or ;j0 were ex- 
ploring a dry ravine that led lo a moun- 
tain supposed to be rich with the precious 
ore ; w hen near its base, they came sud- 
denly upon a spot which glittered with 
gold dust and ore, caused by ihe tvnsbings. 
from the mountains. In tin instant every 
man threw himself upon the ground 
where lay scattered the trcasure,nud spraw.- 
ting out his aims and legs, chimed fl 
right to that portion of tile earth. The 
title w L ns regarded by each as good, and 
the average yield iu a short time was up- 
wards of 300 dollars. Accounts received 
from Mazallan inform us that vessels had 
arrived there frum California willi gold, 
some of which had been assayed, and 
found to average 21 carats. It is staled 
in llie New York papers that Ihe Govern- 
ment had recently received very lale ad- 
vices from tbe gold region of such a glow- 
ing and glittering character as even lo 
justify the withholding the particulars 
fiom the public. The New York ship- 
ping lists exhibit n large number of ves- 
sels tip for California, and numbers were 
sailing daily, full of passengers andgoods.

If these were ttm only rc- 
gulntioiis tliry might be borne, but lliera are 
elbers 1 could mention tiill mom absurd and 
annoying, ttegulatiout which i.'ipiire 111 to 
strictly nilliered tn lire often iieglia led, wbila 
oihers of a ttilling and timpk nntitte are put 
in force. For instance, they place three of lie or* 
ott board n vessel fn ballast. Thit they say ia 
done to pre tent rrnuggllilg, liut tliry hare to be 
foil ml whilst on board with gned prevltiona 
and lodging at the expemc of the ship, [ 
must go a little further with my enmletnn^- 
tiont; I include tho nflicora and fonunlitics of 
the Clislotn-lioitse and other omcef.

I. have 
counted in one street not less than tweiuy-two 
boot and shoe shops, mostly kept by Uiihtntneiu 
They make these articles at Tar 
prices, but the goods do not wear well. The 
Chinese arc the persons with whom nearly all 
the trade in Dritish man 11 fae to red goods is dune 
by lire merchants ht.ru, of whom they some- 
times purchase Inrge quantities uf goods at ge- 
nerally three months' credit; but a great uinny 
hnvo a running account, Tltcy are said by the 
merchants to bo punctual in their paymtmu; 
This is Iho only thing thai can bo uaid as an 
evidence of their honesty. Tlicy dress TOry 
meanly, and grew, numbers go w.thout shoes. 
When Walking in the sua they aeldoill carry 
an umbrella, but tie fhctr tails round their 
heads, which equally protects lliern. Tho 
climate of Manila is very uittlcilttliy, mare es- 
pecially from April to &cptcnibei,whcn the heat 
is excessive, the thermometer averaging sonic 
days as high as i) 0 1 in Ibis shade, nnd lot- in tint 
sun. If it were not for carriages (hardly de- 
serving tho name), which nro always At lland, 
it would bo impossible to trnusact business 
without being laid up from sickness. These 
vehicles are small, but convenient to ride in 
about tho Eoivn, nnd oosl mo dollars a day, or 
forty-five dollars a mouth. They arodrawii by 
two ponies, with postillions, whoso npunaranee 
is rather amusing. Their dress is n blue coat, 
with a very slurt tail, iittiLn ginned hit, both 
trimmed with yellow; whito drill breeches, 
nnd two large pieces of leather, intended to re- 
present the tops of boots, with their feel pro- 
truding through them. Tlio most oppressive 
part of tho day is from 11 a.m. m o'clock 
r.11,. find tho most pleasant port is from itny- 
brcak until T o'clock a.m., nnd from 4 o'clock 
r.M. until dark. Tins is the tituo for drives 
after dinner in the Citlaad* and other places. 
The Calzadaia a huge space of ]nnd, lying be- 
tween tho suburbs, the fortitlcaLions of the city, 
and tho biy» mid every d-jy during llteao 
hours, you can sen driving nhiug in 
carriages the rank, beauty, and iaaluou of 
Manila, whoso smiles, nods, congratulations, 
and kind enquiries, mutually enable thorn to 
nasi n few hours pleasantly. It is, in fuel, the 
Hy Jo Park nf Manila. The persons I nm now 
speaking of nrn tho Spaniards ottid higher ol.ns 
ofileittaot. Tlio tiuinber of carriages to bo 
seen hero is setontshirig; I hava often Been h 
rango of them, generally with two ponies and 
postill ien, audsomclimes with a footman, about 
fialf-a-mile in longth, paiiing and >o-paasin|> 
each otlicr at full speed, when suddenly, and as 
in a moment, thoy have all estopped. The cause 
of this is, that immediately the. Vesper bolls 
aro heard from the churches, and this takes 
place exactly at sunset, all stop and roniOVO 
their hats irom their heads, repeating at tho 
samo time a short prayer, which lasts about 
threo minuter-. Hound this plaeo it is n most 
delightful drive ; the road it very level and in 
good condition, and i) kept continually wa- 
tered during tho Btftcrnuon by wntor.carts 
drawn hy butfalos. Tlmre is a space of ground 
near hem allotted for tlio exercise of the 
troops, end their bands. Those troops ere 
nearly all composed of lariisus with Spanish 



offi cers. When a crest number aro on parade 
Iho/mike* fcmnidabla anpearaneo ; the go. 
vernment ha™ always at comrasnd between 
eight and nine thonmnd disci lilined liwpi, mid 
ftcsh raeiuits aro entering thodfircfcnt regi- 
ments every day, When wearing their acnoii- 
ircmenta ami Held diosi, they Imio a very Pent 
and clean nppcnr.mco. Tilt) 1 sino may bn said 
of tha eafaltf reglrnenti motiritcd on small but 
atrong, ImTdy, and spiritoil ponies. I have 
Btcn as many as font hundred horsemen cacr- 
cliing, irhieh forms a rery pretty sight, Tho 
principal streets of the suburbs aro much 
wider than those iri the city, and ate in good 
order, 1 hnve boen about thirty miles In tlio 
Country, ami found the mads Tory level and in 
tlio seme goo d order as Utossj In tho fllty. In 
the suburbs, aller eleven o'clock, all parties 
passing in tho streets aro challenged by iho 
sentries on duty, of which there nro a great 
nmiitier, 0110 nt tlio end of nearly every street 
in the principal parts of the place, as also 
0110 stationed on every bridge and at 
tho dllfrrcut guard houses, 'lliey mostly 
ehnilengc by the words ■' (lulrn Vive," and tho 
general nnsivcr is " MM? which allows 
you in pars. This iilglnly tlisclpliiin cnusea 
tho alrreti to bo less frcnuiinlod limn thoy 
would bo wcro ibero 110 sentinels, and during 

tho night no noiso is to be lienrd, Any > 

making a disturbance is lintnediatoiT placod in 
(ho guard-house. The religion professed here, 
as also in Ihn whole- of Iho iilands, is the lio- 
inau I'.itlinite, nil olher religion being lolei'strit. 
Some I'lnnlish merchants, 1 believe, petittonerl 
the M M il i gnvi'rlimcnt to be allnwed to eccet 
n PrritcMlnnt church, but were refined. 'Ihoy 
have stjive jinpliod 10 tlio tlucce nf ilpniu I'or 
permissiru in do so, Roman Catholic ehtirches 
atu lariie aud uilmorou*. and lite ntlenrlauee is 
great, riot uuly on cinndaj, but during Ihe 
working days, when may bo seen nnmliers of 
perrons going in and out. The churches aro 
decorated inside with Images of tho Mints, 
pictures, and other fanciful nrnmneuls, and rtn 
reast days (ho buildings arc illuminated. The 
patlies or priests, nf whom there oton great num. 
bcr, may always bo "o/en in their ctcricnl robes, 
waSlutV ihtoitgh Iho streets. Thoy have ihe 
crown of their heads a hated, unit wesr a 
tint with a very broad rim, turned up at eseh 
side, which gives it the appearanon of a shnrcl. 
Their feasts nro very numerous, especially 
during Koster, when no business or work is 
done far n fort nielli, which causes a very great 
detention to thushipniug loading, lluriug iho 
twelve monlhl, £ should say there were rbrly 
lioliditys, eicclujilve of Sundays. 'I'hn feasts acn 
cotitliietcd with n great dentnf theatrical poiuii, 
ctitl are very gay and Imposing, i-n ding gene- 
rally irith fkewiirks. The littler are w oil gnt 
up and go otf well : Lite rockets in [lartirttlnr 
were Iho best lover so it. 1 at terulrd several 
limes to winters their processions and the way 
til*-;- Were nianngcd- unij I saw reached, [ 
should sny, abmic a mile, ami nil Itie persons 
comjiri.ing it being on fioi, and il being 
evening. nntitlT every perwn ciiried a 
large eantUo wliie It rendered it a mtrt! 
stllendld speeUele. Daring the feasts is 
the time to witness tho haspicniily of 
the aleslerres. It Is the custom fur tlicm 
to visit each other, and they aro always chid to 
sec foreigner* and show them [lie greatest 
kindness. Thoy -will consider themselves 
o t I'l-li detS if you leave without Inking soni^- 
tti'nim indii'tl some nf my companion - , who .lc- 
cnmpanicil mo in some of Ibeso visits, fountl 
tnemeelven nearly unfit in daue^at i.pariy w,i 
wero eugagetl nt artrrivards. You can wall: 
intn the !li -t Mesleio's house, make voursclf 
femiliar with the master, (that is if you can 
speak 8pmiish)i and he will trtjat yon Ihe snine 
as bis moiit itniinalo friend. I, sa well us toy 
friends, wero surprised at Iho bosptt ility shown 
us by a Menicnu and his family ; he would nnt 
allow tis 10 leave his house the whole day, 
procured abaml ofmnsic far nur nmuscmeui. 
prnparcHl a must sumptuous breakfast and 
dinner for III. and in tho evening invited some 
l.itlies to danctf, I must say, that of S.U the 
plsc-^i I hnve visited,! never ex[iio-ienced more 
gerrtdne ho-pitrdtty thnn 1 drd at Manila. I 
went To Iho feasts of Saint Pedroe and 
Mnlahstii and was treated the trinia, stlhatigh 
a ftrnnger. Sunday is considered as it day 
of nmuscuicnt, nml during the early part of 
the morning, from ten ti cloven o'cl'wk, aiay 
bo seen Indiana lvalking to the cuek pit tn 
witness this game, where hell to no etc extent 
are laid. Also In tho livening the thecire is 
oiicncd, lite prrfonn-Hite being hy rrpauisrds. 
This Is a very Urge bn 1 1<! nig, with a pit, and 
tun tiers of boxes. Ii is pnlmed and decorated 
with great Inite, nndis well lighted. Thealtend* 
Altec is good, it will held nbout IDtiD perse ill 
very conveniently. At each side arc ri'lreih- 
meiit moms about lerenty feel long, nnd forly 
feet wide, and at iho baek of tho boxes is n 
largo verandah. At these three plncsi d-uing 
Ilia interval elapsing between each act ladies 
and ttimtfoinen promenade, There is also a 
theatre where llie performers nro all Indians, 
and their playing, in my opinion, excels that 
of the Spaniards. 

I must not forget to mention having seen .1 
native of Indian extraction quite white, having 
white hnir on ht) head nnd ero lidti, and pink 
eyes, This person I nnticed wits in the day 
lime led about by two Indians, he being during 
the day unable to- see plainly, but during the 
night, or in darkness, ha could distinguish any 
tpbjttct very distinctly. He wna n ymiiig man, 
about twenty -live years of ngc, looked slriini;. 
nml hardy, butwas unable to wolk doling tlio 
day. 

The shops oi Manila arc kept either by 
Chinamen or Mesteaos. The Inner are very 
fair dealers, but tho former liku iho ualion aro 
unfair. All their shops are open in front, hut 
munynro very srunll, sonic not being more lltan 
eight feet square, yet it is surprising to sec 
tho (lUautlty of gonds thst is put In tlwm. The 
bcstsliops, and those where tile tint's! goods 
are to bo purchased, are in Iho Kscalta, and 
here, iu iho occupation of fjlilnginicn, are shgps 
thnt would do credit to Pit [.street, built n 
gnoda and show of an evening. This plaeo is 
frequented by the merchants of " an 
evening, where a cigar is smoked, the 
business: of tlio day talked over, per- 
haps a tittle trfinsacicd, and lastly a little 
argurrCtLt on polities is carried un, and this 
serves to pass a few hours very pleasantly. 
Small hstrl;J la very scarce here, that is half- 
dollars, quirler-dnllars, onrl ono real pieces, 
and ihr peo.ds will endsnvour, if possible, to 
give ym. in onsngo bad silver. Cigars pass as 
ohanec; 1. is the general oustocn to pay any 
Itnalt amount in clean, 3 



housei tsru* caidt for ehanffs, and by giving 
one at sjyf time you procure whttner tnu re- 
quite. Times it alio an hole] hen, Sent by 
an UngUshman, • Mr. Nappor, who during the 
lime I vu staying llieio did all -thai wars poa- 
slblo for tho comfort nf 111 yselfoiid tlioto ilny"^ 
wilh him. 

llnrinjtj tjlving u eoneet an seenual ns may 
bo of Iho custntnt of the Inhabitants, tho 
trado or Manila icrjuiriB our nestt attention, 
riiotrnde of Hantlctitvery gveat, and the reve- 
nue dc ri ved from the imports, exporiK,A;o,,'not 
only servo to pay tho expenses of liin Islands 
out, I believe, supplies to Spainsnnually about 
linlf a million of money. Tho most expensive 
ortielo ortnenufaciuto iatliel'ina cloth, made 
by the natives fcoru tho llbres of the pine- 
apple lenf ; the texture is very delicate, sell nnd 
transparent, ami genvmliy has a very alloht 
nngeof pale yellow. It is nindo into sliasrln, 
scarfs handkerchiefs, drcsies, Sc., nnd it men 
beautifully worked by ihe needle. These 
ihuigs mko smno lime 10 moko. intl nre very 
expensive. 'I'lionextottlcloofprodiieeefLii- 
conlats tobacco, nf which n monopoly is made 
by tho government or Manila, mid r t orn which 
n greater part of limit icvenuo is deritHl. I 
law tho rigai litunufactnrtcs, in which there nro 
ahotlt 10UO men and 7(100 warn en employed in 
mnklui; cicsrs, ] j lBV0 nopn ^ m any ta IllfJU 
feinnles sealed in one rnom. ininciiuaking cigars, 
others sotting Uitrn, and others placing Ihera 
ill bundlcs ol ten. They are mndc verv quickly, 
bill tho noise caused by beating the lea'f oui with 
a small stone la nearly den fening, nnd It la 
(without speuking very loud) im pot-sib lit let hear 
t-ach other. Tho cuttings of the cigars are 
made up by men in another rnanufnetnry into 
clgnrillos or paper ctgairi, svhich are muoh 
usi'd hy ihe ppoplo of Manila, The olgsra aro 
made inn, Kos, I, ■>, a, and 4, an called from 
tlieirdiirercntsiscs, and arc packed in bniea 
of Ifld, uif). iOO. ami ItJOG, They were at 0110 
lime considered much hrttvr than llcv-snah 
cigars, but within the lait few veac* the quality- 
baa ceased to bo mi good. "Tlioso msdo for 
homo ee mump lion nte much superior to ilmse 
for expoilalintl. 'Hie government na iho only 
mmuiAtlurcrs of these eignrs, and any ono 
exporting or imitating tho ssme in Manila ore 
Sfivcc L .|y jntrnnhed, ^ir a heavy jn-ualty indicted, 
ilia cigsrillns nro put into hutidici of twenty, 
and a iifl]ier, wrapjied Willi tho gnvernmeiit 
stump on it. is plneedroiiiiil ili.-in. All parties 
occupied in the cigut manufactories ore 
searehed vi hen Ihey leave; tho matrons 
search the gills h>sr, ail'l eneb, other 
nftrru-acds, to prevent any smuggliBg of cigars 
or lohseeo. Tlio quantity ut sugar groirn 
here is about V.i.OOU tons ainmslly', ami II is 
increasing every j eat, A grealvi part of il is 
ciportcti 10 tlio Australian colonies, and a. 
largo quantity of Xorth Amefirnn vessils 
loading with hemp for Ihe latt-r country inko 
it generally for dead weight. The irado willt 
tlieAlMtralin.il colonics has greiilty increased 
H'lthin [lui-lait soven years, anil llie Spsninnls 
have an imniovenhlu Idea that w-e arc com-

liuforc closing this account of Manila, It is lis 
well to say that persons visiting ihis plsou 
sheultl bo very teinpcrato in their habit* ntid 
way ofllving, nnd should riso early and take 1 
built. Ail umbrella is always requisite in 
walking, as also light clothing. It is a general 
custom to dine in white jackets, and also TO at- 
tend parties and balls in the nroao costume. I 
have omitted in these notes several subjects 
winch 1 ihought would be useless to mention, 
nnd whioh would toko op too much s[»ee to 
describe ; but I belicva that I liavo touched 
upon tho most important facie.
